PROGRAM. LANGUAGE APPROXIMATING THIS WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE. 

2. IT IS DESIRABLE THT OPRATIVE LANGUAGE OF ANY 
RESOLUTIONS SHOULD FOLLOW PATTERN SET IN ECOSOC RESOLUTIONS 
ON PHILIPPINES (RES 1704 LIB JULY 25, 1972) AND ON 

COLOMBIA AND CHILE (RES 1611 LI JULY 21, 1971). 
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3. DELEGATION SHOULD TRY TO HEAD OFF ANY MOVE TO INCREASE 
IPF OR TO GET UNDP INVOLVED IN LARGE EMERGENCY RELIEF 
PROGRAM BEYOND IMMEDIATE SHORT TERM RESPONSE WITH 
RESOURCES AT HAND. SO FAR AS POSSIBLE UN EMERGENCY 
RESPONSE SHOULD BE COORDINATED BY DISASTER RELIEF 
COORDINATOR AND CARRIED OUT BY APPROPRIATE AGENCIES.
